SAYS FACTS ARE 


Declares Spanish War “Blunder” Will 


Go Down in History as Parallel “| 


to ‘Black Hole” at 
| Caleutta. 


WAS ON BOARD OF INSPECTORS, 


Marion, O., Dec. 10.—[Special.}—Dr. 
Charles A. L. Reed of Cincinnati, the retir- 
ing President of the American Medical asso- 
ciation, at a banquet given in his honor by 
the medical profession of northern Ohio to- 
night, made an attack on General Brooke 
for his eonduct of the military camp in 
Florida during the Spanish-American war. 
Dr. Reed was a member of the commission 
appointed by President McKinley to investi- 
gate the condition of camps. In his speech 


| tonight he explicitly named General Brooke, 


holding him as responsible for the great 
fatality in the camps in Florida. He charged 
that General Brooke disregarded the orders 
of the army surgeons and afterwards sup- 
pressed all evidence bearing on this point. 


Parallel to Black Hole. 

Dr. Reed declared the future historian 
would record BBrocke's blunder” as a 
parallel to the Black Hole of Calcutta. He 
declared 1,000 men died of preventable dis- 
eases and over 12,000 were invalided, and 
held that, if General Brooke had disobeyed 
the warnings of his scouts and led an army 
into a-trap, losing 1,000 killed and 12,000 
wounded, he would have been court-martialed 
and shot, but disobeyed his army physicians 
and secaped all blame. 
He stated that the investigating commit- 
tee omitted much testimony on this. point 
and that General Brooke threatened to court - 
martial an officer who wanted to testify re- 
garding conditions, and further declared 
that any officer who today agitates the ques- 
tion is banished to the Philippines. _ 

Dr. Dudley P. Allen of Cleveland followed 
Dr. Reed and reiterated his denunciations. 


Dr. Reed said in part: 


„It seems, from evidence that has recently 
come from within the army itself, that the 
medical department has not only been de- 
graded, but that it is practically without au- 
thority. This was strikingly, indeed, tragic- 
ally illustrated during the recent war. 

“A commandant—and I have no hesitancy 
tn saying that I mean General Brooke—was 
in charge of a quarter of the entire army. 


| His command was made up of the flower of 


American manhood and was encamped at a 
health resort. He, however, in violation of 
the precedent of the usually cultivated’ and 
sompetent gentlemen of the line, but acting 
under the permission of existing army regula- 
tions not only set aside recommendations of 
his sanitary officers but by personal exam- 
ple incited his men to violate the most funda- 
mental sanitary laws. 

“ The result was what might have been ex- 
pected. Of the more than 50,000 men in his 
command 12,000 were invalided, while nearly 
a thousand died from preventable causes. 
If, in an active military operation, General 
Brooke had ignored the advice of his scouts 
and had led his command into ambush with 
similarly disastrous results—12,000 wounded 
and 1,000 killed—he would have been court- 
martialed and, doubtless, dismissed from the 
service. The regulations, however, Iam ad- 
vised, fix no responsibility for this calamity, 
the enormity of which is only beginning to be 
understood. 

Says Facts Are Suppressed. 

It is not surprising that efforts have been 
made to suppress knowledge of it. General 
Brooke himself threatened to court-martial 
a witness who offered testimony on this 

int. I am advised that the Army Inves- 
tigating committee, in the interest of pub- 
lic decency, omitted from its public re- 
port much testimony on this phase of the 
conduct of the war. An officer in the service 
who today agitates this unsavory subject 
is banished to the Philippines. | 

“No wonder the Surgeon General cannot 
fill the sixty and more vacancies now ex- 
isting in his corps; self-respecting medical 
men are not offering themselves for a de- 
graded service that is dominated by gag 
law and tyranny. But such methods must 
fail. It will not do to cry Out. out, dammed 
spot It will not out. We of America may 
blush; but the scandal is ours. The veracious 
historian of military horrors must classify 
‘Brooke’s blunder’ with the Black Hole 
of Calcutta.“ 

Wants Congress to Act. 

The Congress, at the present session, is to 
be asked to intervene in this matter—a mat- 
ter that appeals to every soldier, to every 


| home that furnishes.a soldier, to every pa- 


triot that is proud of the army, to every citi- 
zen that is actuated by the ordinary im- 
pulses of humanity. The agitation cannot 
stop until the responsibility is fixed for the 
enforcement of a regulation under the pres- 
ent terms of which the bumptiousness of an 
accidental and incapable commandant may, 
with impunity to himself, deprive an entire 
army of the benefactions of science.”’

HABITUES IGNORE THE MAYOR 
Au BIS NEW Law. 


Basement Dives Down-Town Are Found

Conditions which the wineroom ordinance 
is expected to correct were not altered last 
night. While Mayor Harrison signed the or- 
dinance yesterday at noon, thereby making 
it law, the saloonkeepers manifested no dis- 
Position to make haste in complying with the 
order of the City Council. Down-town Chi- 
cago showed at a glance the condition which 
prompted the Council to forbid the separat 
winerooms in seloons and restaurants. 

Because of the complicated characeer of 
the ordinanee Chief O'Neill has announced 
that a class ot instruction for policemen and 
detectives will be held this afternoon. 


Winerooms Still in Use. 

An investigation of resorts in the down- 
town district last night not only revealed 
many winerooms in use, but showed that the 
former orders of Mayor Harrison for the 
suppression of basement dives have 
amounted to nothing. The Adams, at Adams 
street and Wabash avenue, which has re- 
sisted many efforts of the administration to 
end its career, was in operation much the 
same as it was in days when official Chicago 
took no cognizance of it. ! 

The winerooms in this basement 

darkened. Women sat in mostofthem. The 
main room of the basement was almost 
empty, but the noise from the winerooms 
showed that they were well filled. 
In other saloons—in the resorts of whisky 
row and the more reputable saloons of the 
better parts of the city—nothing had been 
done towards compliance with the new law. 

At the Monroe restaurant it was said that 
the law would be observed. In other restau- 
rants where winerooms have been main- 
tained it was said that it was the intention 
to conform strictly to the new ordinance. In 
the better class of saloons which have wine- 
rooms the proprietors said that they intended 
to obey the law. 


-Mayor’s Orders to the Police. 
When Mayor Harrison signed the ordinance 
he at once sent instructions to Chief O'Neill 
88 that it was put in force as soon as pos- 
e. 

“This is no bluff,” remarked the Mayor 
afterwards, ‘‘ but the intention is to put the 
law in force all over the eity. Of course a 
reasonable time will have to be allowed the 
saloons to get their winerooms out, but from 
now on they will not be allowed to use them. 

The Mayor's letter to thé Chief, after stat- 
ing the provisions of the ordinance, says: 

As far as the second section is concerned it 


eating-house from serving liquor to less than 
four persons in a private room unless those 
persons be of the same sex. This section per- 
mits private rooms in restaurants, but the 
permission must be restricted to regular eat- 
ing- houses. To permit a saloonkeeper to es- 
tablish a restaurant as a side issue merely for 
the purpose of operating small apartments 
would be tolerating a mere subterfuge and 
cofiniving at an attempt to evade the law, 
and, therefore, be prohibited by the Police 
department.

Declaration. 


FEELING GROWING TENSE.

BERLIN, Dec. 10 In a reply to an inter- 
pellation in the Reichstag regarding the 
Polish griévances in Wreschen, Count von 
Bülow. the Imperial Chancellor, said that 
the powers concerned in Polish affairs were 
united in the policy of preventing all agita- 
tion looking toward the restoration of the 
independence of Poland. 

The issue was raised by Prince Radziwill, 
an aged aristocrat, in whose veins flows t 
blood of ancient Kings of Poland. Prince 


will, an intimate friend of Emperor William 
and nephew to that beautiful Prihcess who 
was loved by the first Emperor and who he 
would have married had not reasons of state 
required his alliance with one of the ruling 
houses of Germany. | 


Von Buelow’s Curt Attitude. 

Count von Bülow, the Imperial Chancellor, 
refused to discuss the incidents referred to. 
He declared that they pertained to the 
Prussian Diet, and that, therefore, he must 
refuse to discuss them in the Reichstag. 
He could say, however, that the prestige of 
the empire had not suffered In any way by 
the attitude of the Wreschen authorities, 


were entirely unaffected. Both powers, 
most correctly, had taken measures to pre- 
vent excesses. : 


Presents Side of Poland. 


enunciation was not always distinct, al-

3 Chancellor Not at His Best. 

As Count Bülow replied to Prince Radziwill 
he did not appear to his usual advantage. 
His easy sentences arranged for their literary 
as well as for their political effect were not 
as happy today as is usually the case, and 
there was an entire absence from his reply 
of those pleasantries which put the house in 
a cheerful humor. 

As long as he was in office, the Chancellor 
said, he would protect the rights of the states 
‘against imperial encroachment. 

After referring to the entire correctness of 
the attitudes of Russia and Austria regarding 
the Warsaw and Lemberg incidents he said: 

„1 am astonished that the interpellator 
could suppose for a moment that foreign 
criticisms could impress us to the slightest 
degree. Fureign sentiments and demonstra- 
tions cannot influence our domestic policy or 
attitude in any way whatsoever. As Ger- 
many’s guiding statesman my only standard 
of action is the welfare of the state. My 
duty to Germany shall be to administer my 
office in this sense and in opposition to the 
danger, the serious danger, which threatens 
our policy from the Poles, and in order that 
the German element in the east be not sub- 
merged with the Catholic party, which will 
take up the Polish cause. 


Poland Will Be Kept Down. 

„As the Imperial Chancellor and Prussian 
Premier, concluded Von Bülow, I will op- 
pose all efforts to set back the course of his- 
tory and will see that the Germans in the 
east do not fall beneath Polish wheels. It 
is the common policy of the powers con- 
cerned to act on identical lines against those 
agitating for the restoration of the indepen- 
dence of Poland.” 

Count von Bülow said also that the views 
of the press in the United States, France, 
Great Britain, and Holland unanimously 
condemned the Wreschen occurrences, 
though they admit the grit and courage of 
the Polish boys and girls who stood in line 
without weakening, awaiting their turn to be 
whipped. 

The Reichstag having resolved to discuss 
the interpellation, Chancellor von Bülow, 
Count von Pasadowsky-Wehner, Secretary 
of the Imperial Home office, and all other 
Ministers left the House. 


Trouble Not at an End. 

The troubles in the provinces are not abat- 
ing, and the Polish children, encouraged by 
their elders, still refuse to learn their les- 
sons and catechisms in the German language. 
Notwithstanding the severity shown in re- 
cent trials at Gnesen, Thoen, and Posen, the 
children remain obdurate, the girls showing 
even more stubbornness than the boys, say- 
ing they prefer taking a flogging each day to 
speaking the languege commanded. 

Severity Not Effective. : 

The drastic action of the Prussian au- 
thorities in the Polish provinces has had its 
effect among Poles in Austria and Russia. 
From Cracow, Lemberg, and other cities of 
Austria largely inhabited by Poles,’ also 
from Warsaw, news comes that the Poles 
there are holding meetings of protest, col- 
lecting money for the support of the fami- 
lies of the persons lately imprisoned, wealthy 
Poles even offering to adopt those children 
who have shown the boldest front. 


Advises Moderation. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 10.—The German 
treatment of the Poles is much commented 
on here. The feeling in all sections of so- 
ciety is truthfully reflected in an editorial in 
today’s Novoe Vremya exhorting Germany 
to modify her intolerant attitude towards 
the Poles of Posen, which is calculated to

The Rev. B. W. Taylor and a Dosen 
Members of the Christian Board of 
Missions Confer for Four Hours and 
Then Conclude the Feat Can Be Ac- 
complished—Call the Clergyman 
“Pastor of Chicage” and Raise 
Funds for the Project.

The lone man is the Rev. B. W. Taylor. 
The twelve women are members of the Chris- 


tian Women’s Board of Missions. That the 


task of reforming Chicago is recognized to 
be one of magnitude is shown by the fact 
that it took four hours of solid discussion 
before the lone minister and the twelve wom- 
en could decide upon plans. 


What the Result Is to Be. 

It is promised that when the lone minister 
and the twelve women get into operation 
“ Whisky Row will become but a memory; 
there will be no more scandals in the police 
force; all Chicago constables will be gentle- 
men, and the justice shops will be courts of 
justice and as free from suspicion as the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

The title of the Rev. Mr. Taylor, as be- 
stowed upon him by the twelve women of the 
Christian Woman's Board of Missions, is the 
‘pastor of Chicago.“ He is to bea chargeless 
pastor. He will have no church, unless the 
whole city be considered his congregation. 
In addition to appointing the Rev. Mr. Taylor 
the pastor of Chicago.“ the women pledged 
a considerable sum of money towards carry- 
ing into effect the plans for the conversion of 
Chicago. The twelve womenare enrolled not 
only as planners but as workers. They will 
help the Rev. Mr. Taylor in the active work 
of bringing Chicago to a sense of its shame 
and disgrace.

Greatest Postoffice Robbery. 

The robbery, which occurred in the early 
morning of Oct. 21, was the largest in point 
of plunder in the history of the Postoffice 
department. So cunning was the work of 
the robbers that not a clew of any value 
was left behind and for weeks the many 


detectives who were working on the case 


made no progress. 

The robbers reached the stamp vault by 
way of construction tunnels under the build- 
ing. Making their way 800 feet through 
these tunnels, the invaders bored holes in 
the metal bottom of the vauk until they 
were able to remove a section large enough 
to permit the entrance of a man’s body. 
From the character of the Work experts de- 
clared that electric drills were used and 
that the men who operated them knew their 
business. Remnants of two dry batteries 
foumad near the plundered vault gave color 
to the electric drill theory. 

It always has been a matter of doubt how 
the robbers succeeded in getting away with 
the $74,610 in atolen stamps. The stamps 
weighed more than 400 pounds and made 
a bulky as well as a heavy package. A light 
spring wagon, to which a speedy horse was 
attached, was seen to emerge from behind 
the Postoffice on the night of the robbery, 
but detectives differed as to the significance 
of this clew. It was declared that the tracks 
left by the vehicle were so light that it could 
not have contained the 400 pounds of stolen 
stamps. 

Another Clew Goes Wrong. 

Another clew which promised much, but 
failed to materialize, was the finding near 
the southeast corner of the building of a 
man who apparently was intoxicated. This 
man was either asleep or feigning sleep when 
he was aroused by Night Watchman August 
Brinkman. The man declared he had been 
drinking and was allowed to go, no import- 
ante being attached to the incident at the 
time. Later it was supposed by the detectives 
that the man was a “ look-out ”’ for the rob- 
bers. 

Just how many men were concerned in the 
fobbery never has been Known. The city 
detectives and the government secret serv- 
ice men reached a conclusion that the rob- 
bery was committed by three men or two 
men and a boy, but they had little on which 
to base their belief. | 

Many arrests were made in connection 
the robbery, but in no case were the govern- 
ment officials able to prove anything against 
the suspect. 

Only a few days ago Postmaster Coyne de- 
clared that he had not lost hope that the

Bactericlogist Says Dr. Ravolé Told 
Him to Distribute Serum from In- 
fected Horse After Animal Was Shot. 


St. Louls, Mo., Dec. 10.—In the tetanus in- 


quiry to fix the responsibility for thirteen 


deaths following the use of city anti-toxin, 
Martin Schmidt, assistant city bacteriologist, 
Geclared that Dr. Amand Ravold, the city 
Dbacteriologist, had directed him on Oct. 8 
to prepare for distribution the serum drawn 
from the horse Jim, which had been shot 
the day before because it had tetanus.

Three young women at- 
tendants and two young men, who were in the 
dancing academy, clambered out on to the 
fire escapes. The girls were carried down 
the ladders by firemen, while the young men, 
one of whom the police believe was responsi- 
ble for the blaze, dropped to the sidewalk and 
hurried away. 
Van Slyck, a teacher of boxing, 
was in his rooms on the third floor with a 
pupll when the smoke came pouring up- 
stairs. He was overcome by smoke in an at- 
tempt to get down-stairs through the hall- 
ways and had to be carried to the street by 
the firemen. 

Panic started in Maurice Daly’s billiard 
parlor, which adjoins the Bijou. Fully 100 
persons were in the place at the time the 
alarm was given. They poured down the nar- 
row stairway to the street. One individual 
who was playing pool finished his game by 
making a run of eight while the excitement 
was at its height. 
The fire, which was soon put out, caused 
$15,000 damage and great excitement among 
the throngsin Broadway.

According to figures collected by the Citi-. 
ens’ association, the City 6f Chicago could 
Save at least $25,000 a year in the salaries 
of bridge-tenders if it would pay the men who 
actually do the work what they are now 
getting for it and not farm out the places to 
political favorites; who hire others to man 
the bridges and pocket the difference be- 
tween what the city pays them and what 
they pay their substitutes. „ a 
In reply to the charge, Mayor Harriso 
Says the men named as bridge-tenders ac- 
tually do the work, and declares that not one 
of them is paid for work he does not do. 

The statement made by the association as 
a result of its investigation is that the ap- 
propriation for bridge-tenders’ salarics last 
year amounted to $92,342, an increase of 
$12,827 since 1807. Of the forty-eight bridge- 
tenders drawing this money, four are paid 
$3,400 a year, fourteen receive $2,700 each, 
five from $2,000 to $2,700, eighteen from $1,000 
to $2,000, and seven less than $1,000. These 
employés are all appointees of the Mayor, 
being ex t from the civil service w 
under the city charter. 

Report of Citizens’ Association. 

In support of its statement the Citizens’ 
association sends out the following state-

BLAMES ALL TO MOTHER-IN-LAW 


Frank Lyons Recites a Tale of 

Abuse from Parents of His 

Child- Wife. 

Too much mother-in-law and a father-in- 
law who wields a horse whip were declared 
by Frank Lyons of 201 Wabash avenue in 
Justice Fitzgerald's private court yesterday 
to be insurmountable obstacles in the way 
of a reconciliation with his 17-year-old wife.

Lyons said he was horsewhipped in front 
of the saloon by his enraged father-in-law 
when he attempted a reconciliation. 

Justice Fitzgerald placed the parties under 
bonds to keep the peace. Mrs. Lyons says 
she will app.y for a divorce.

These regard the sub- 
sidies as merely for the temporary purpose 
of encouraging construction, and remark 
that some countries which have resorted to 
subsidies have only involved the protection- 
ists in disappointment and created an out- 
ery from the taxpayers, who object to be- 
ing fleeced in order to prop companies that 
otherwise would be unn to pay a divi- 
dend.

FEARS FOR ENGLISH FARMERS. 


President of Board of A of Agriculture Says 
Americans Are More Prosperous— 
Crops Diminshing. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Dec. 10. In a speech here to- 
day the Rt.-Hon. Robert William Hanbury, 
President of the Board of Agriculture, de- 
plored the unsatisfactory condition of agri- 
culture in Great Britain. He compared it 
with that of the American farmer, which 
President Roosevelt had declared was never 
more prosperous. He regretted that, al- 
though the condition of agriculture here was 
somewhat brighter in 1901, there was not 
only a diminishing area of grain, but a de- 
crease in the number of stock. British agri- 
culture was deliberately sacrificed fifty 
years ago to manufactures. He urged that 
the Department of Education give rural in- 
terests advantages equal to those of the 
manufacturing interests.

We do hereby strictly charge and com- 
mand all our loving subjects whom it may 
concern that all persons of what rank or 
quality soever they be, who, either on our 
letters to them directed or by reason of their 
office and tenures, or otherwise, are to do 
any service at the time of our coronation, 
do duly give their attendance at said solemni- 
ty in all respects furnished and appointed 
as to so great a solemnity appertaineth, and 
be answerable to dignities and places which 


every one of them respectfully holdeth and 


enjoyeth, and of this they or any of them 
are not to fail as they will answer contrary 
at their perils.”

SCORES CRITICS OF BRITAIN. 


Sir E. J. Monson Tells French People 
His Nation Is Wronged by Mis- 
representations.

here tonight of the British Chamber of 
Commerce Sir E. J. Monson, the British 
Ambassador, referred to the harsh criticisms 
of England and everything English, to which 
candid observers on the continent had lately 
accustomed them. | 

The Ambassador said he did not wish to 
descant thereon, but he was bound to say, 
in view of the audacity and persistency with 
which the facts were misrepresented, and 
still more in view of the _ unpardonable 
length to which misrepresentation was car- 
ried by enthusiasts in Great Britain itself, 
it was not unnatural that the British gov- 
ernment, soldiers, and officials were regard- 
‘ed by the ignorant public as being guilty 
of barbarous methods. 

The Ambassador then proceeded to discuss 
the efforts of the Chamber of Commerce to 
secure a general treaty of arbitration be- 
tween England and France. He referred to 
the frequent recourse to arbitration during 
the last half century and said that he was 
certain Great Britain was prepared to go 
as far as any other nation in the direction 
of arbitration. He added: I am not, how- 
ever, sanguine that we have yet reached the 
point where the conclusion of a general ar- 
bitration treaty such as you have advocated 
is attainable.

ROCKHILL REPORTS ON CHINA. 


Special Commissioner of United States 
Tells of Negotiations and Set- 
tlements Effected. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—The long- 
expected report of Special Commissioner 
Rockhill on the results of his work in con- 
nection with the Chinese negotiations in 
Pekin has been submitted to Congress, with 
the full text of the protocol and a mass of 
detailed statements. 

Mr. Rockhill says, in addressing Secretary 


A regards the punisnment of the re- 
sponsible authors and actual perpetrators 
of the anti-foreign outrages, the government 
of the United States, while insisting that all 
such should be to the utmost account- 
ability, declined to determine in every case 
the nature of the punishment to be inflicted, 
and maintained that the Chinese government 
itself should in all cases carry them out. 

As soon as the chief culprits had been 
punished the United States threw the weight 
of its Influence on the side of moderation 
and the prevention of further bloodshed. 

“To this it was mainly due that the long 
lists of proscription of Chinese in the prov- 
inces charged with participation in the mas- 
sacres or riots were repeatedly revised. The 
demands for capital punishment were finally 
reduced from ten to four, and many names, 
erroneously or on insufficient evidence, 
placed on the lists were removed or lighter 
forms of punishment asked. 

- Opposed Occupation of China. 

“While seeking the „ to prevent 
the recurrence of such troubles and to guard 
in the future American residents in Pekin 
from such dangers as they had passed 
through, the United States did not lend its 
support to any plan which contemplated 
either the prolonged occupation by foreign 
troops of any portions or points in China or 
the erection of an international fort in Pekin 
from which to carry on friendly relations 
with the Chinese government. The results 
have proved beneficial to all. 

As regards the equitable indemnification 
of the various states for the losses and ex- 
penses incurred by them in China, and also 
the securing of indemnities to societies, com- 
panies, and individuals for their private 
losses, the United States advocated that the 
sum total of these indemnities should not 
exceed a reasonable amount. You reached 


indemnities to the powers more than $200,- 
000,000. The representative of the United 
States was further told that the amount 
should be asked -of China by the powers 
jointly, without detail or explanation, and 
afterwards divided among them according to 
the losses. You also stated that the debt 
should be paid by bonds, issued at par and 
bearing 3 per cent interest, and running for 
thirty or forty years. 


Necessary to Demand More. 

“Though it became necessary to accept 
the proposition of the other powers to de- 
mand of China the sum total of their losses 
and disbursements, reaching the enormous 
sum of $333,000,000, overinsistence in press- 
ing for a much lower sum, and the weight of 
the arguments adduced in favor of such a 
policy, resulted in closing the indemunities 
at the above lump sum, when they bid fair 
to go on swelling indefinitely. This and the 
acceptance of your suggestion that the in- 
demnities be paid in bonds, issued at par 
and bearing a low rate of interest—4 per 
cent was finally agreed upon—and 
for forty years, resulted in saving a vast 
eum to China, hastened the evacuation of 
the country, and the restoration of order. 

“The question of the ceremonial to be 
observed in the public audiences granted by 
the Emperor of China to foreign representa- 
tives was finally settled on lines-perfectly 
satisfactory to all parties. The Tsung-li- 
Yamen, or Bureau of Foreign Affairs, was 
altered in the way suggested by the confer- 
ences, and changed into a responsible Min-

Wisconsin Central Threatening to Cut 


Fares Because It Cannot Meet the 
Speed—General Demoralization in 
Western. Freight Rates—Negotia- 
tions for Lease of St. Paul’s Bvans- 
ton Line by the Northwestern L ”— 
Conditions of Interchangeable Mile- 


Fast trains between Chicago and St. Paul 
and Chicago and Missouri River points are 
likely to be replaced by slow trains to ap- 


Traffic Director J. C. Stubbs of the Union 
and Central Pacific railroads, at a meeting 
held in this city yesterday to consider the 
fast train question, said that if necessary 
in the interest of harmony the fast train 
schedules of the Northwestern-Union Pacific 
line would be revised. It was the running 
of these fast trains by the Northwestern- 
Union Pacific that brought on the trouble. 
In order to make the scheduled time to the 
coast the time between Chicago and Omaha 
had to be materially reduced. This grated 
harshly on the feelings of the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and tt.withdrew from the time 
agreement which limited trains to fourteen 
hours between Chicago and Omaha and thir- 
teen hours and twenty minutes between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul. a 

In consequence of the St. Paul's action 
the time of the fast mail trains of the North- 
western and Milwaukee and St. Paul was 
reduced to ten hours and some of the other 
trains made a cut in time of from one to 
three hours. The Wisconsin Central, being 
unable to meet the fast time, threatened 
to declare a war in rates, and to avert this 
the roads seem to have come to the conclu- 
sion that the fast trains had better be with- 
drawn. 

The Wisconsin Central at yesterday’s meet- 
ing stated emphatically that unless a new 
time agreement was made there would be 
no rate agreement, The Milwaukee and St. 


time agreement between St. Paul and Chi- 
cago unless a time agreement was first made 
between Kansas City and Omaha. The feel- | 
ing seemed to be decidedly in favor of re- 
establishing the slow time. The matter was 
referred to a committee with instructions to 
report this morning. 


Western Freight Rates Cut. 


The general demoralization which now ex- 
ists in the Western Freight association is 
claimed by traffic officials to have been 
brought about by the failure of the execu- | 
tive officers at their meeting in New York 
last week to take any measures to stop rate 
cutting. Traffic officials of some of the 
roads are said to have accepted that faflure 
as a hint to them to go ahead and do as 
they please. The situation is rapidly assum- 
ing a serious aspect, but it is belleved that 
the Presidents at their meeting here on Dec. 
20 will take heroic measures to stop their 
traffic men from slaughtering the rates after 
Jan. 1 next.

They were also employed for 
a time in Boston, New York, and Philadel- 
his for mail transmission, although this 
use Was stopped about a year ago. It is quite 
possible that tubes—wWhich have long been 
im extensive use on the other side of the 
Water for the dispatch of mail, may again be 
employed for that purpose in this country, 
and ‘not only in the cities named but also in 
others. In the meantime an interesting ex- 
periment in the use of pneumatic tubes for 
-Gelivering ordinary parcels was begun by a 
private company in Boston last August and 
i» described by the engineer of the company, 
Mr. Edward D. Sabine, in the current Engi- 
neering News. The line starts in the midst 
of the retail district and has two branches. 
One rune to the Back Bay, a distance of a 
mile and a half. The other runs a mile to a 
point in the South End, whence a line con- 
tinues a mile farther to Roxbury, and from 
there mother line extends a mile and a. 
Quarter farther to Dorchester. Every line 
lg really double, one tube being for out ward 
and the other for inward business. The car- 
rier travels at the rate of a mile in two min- 
“Utes. Bundles are collected by team for 
Geposit and are distributed by team from 
the other end.

About four 
years ago the New York Legislature enacted 
a law to the effect that the franchises of 
dose corporations should be assessed and 
taxed as real estate. Assessments have been 
made on that basis and the corporations have 
Dees called on to pay taxes much higher 
then those they had been paying. But they 
have not responded with alacrity to the call. 
Ratliroad, gas, electric light, and other cor- 
porations went promptly into court to have 
the lew upset on the ground of unconstitu- 
tionality, or to have their assessments re- 
duced on the ground of a lack of conformity. 
The New. Tork City corporations contend 
that, while their franchises are assessed as 
real estate at full value, much of the real 
tate in that city is assessed at only 60 per 
cent of ite market value. This is exactly 
the argument which the Chicago corpora- 
tions will rely on to defeat any higher valu- 
ation which may be put on thelr capital 
Stock. They will claim that they are dis- 
criminated against for the benefit of real 
State owners. The New York courts have 
mot disposed yet of the questions raised by 
the corporations. The referee has finished 
taking testimony, but it will be a year yet 
before the case reaches the Court of Appeals. 
if that court shall decide against the cor- 
porations they will be likely to go into the 
United States courts with their grievances. 
That will mean further delay. In the light 
of this New York experience it will not be 
Safe to expect that Chicago will collect at 
Once largely increased taxes from the public 
Service corporations within its jurisdiction. 


LABOR AND MACHINERY. 

The American Federation of Labor has 
Once more shown how stanch a regard it 
hes for true economic principles and how 
completely it has emancipated itself froin 
the economic superstitions which at one 
lime ‘flourished in the trades unions.

The main point at issue 
was whether the federation should tacitly 
“oneent to the introduction of the machinery 
or try to discourage the new labor saving 
Jevices in order to keep its members in the 
shop. This, it must be remarked again; 18

The English economists long ago decided 
that question in favor of the machinery, 
but the English trades unions have not set 
fully adopted the decision. Among other 
causes for the “ American invasion is un- 
foubtediy to be placed the constant opposi- 
tion of the British workman to machinery 
of new and improved pattern. Such ma- 
chinery would reduce for a short time the 
number of workmen in the trades which it 
affected. This temporary disadvantage has 
always been too much for the British work- 
man to face. He has preferred to labor 
on with his old, slow machines until Amer- 
jean goods, issuing from machines of great- 

er speed and capacity, have driven him to 
the soup kitchen. At last he has been 
obliged to separate himself from those ven- 
erable tools and implements to which he 
had clung for so many years.

The new city ordinance providing for the 


suppression of those private apartments 
which are somewhat technically known as 
winerooms is not only a highly proper at- 
tempt to deprive immorality of the artificial 
seclusion in which it flourishes but is also 
a measure which has the advantage of being 
capable of thorough enforcement. There is 
little difficulty to be experienced in detect- 
ing winerooms in saloons. A single glance 
around the saloon or restaurant is usually 
enough. Of course, there may be cunningly 
devised nooke and corners which escape 
casual observation. But these are few and 
ure conducted with such secrecy that their 
effect upon general manners and morals is 
imperceptible. The real offender has been 
the room which every one knew to exist. 
It established itself where it was easy to 
bee and where is was easy to enter. 
was a constant temptation to the young 
and a constant means of their destruction, 
This is the kind of wineroom which it is 
hoped the new ordinance will drive from 
Chicago.

DEFECTIVE BUILDING INSPECTION. 

The former Commissioner of Buildings 
was finally displaced after a particularly 
dramatic disaster due to the non-enforce- 
ment of the requitement for fire escapes and 
after a fearful and still more dramatie dis- 
aster from the non-enforcement of the 
buildiug regulations applicable to public 
halls. His successor required certain 
changes in certain of the latter, but it now 
appears that he not only neglects the en- 
forcement of the regulations concerning the 
construction of flat and apartment houses, 
but that when the matter is specifically and 
repeatedly called to his attention by a re- 
sponsible architectural organization he 
ignores the subject until absolutely com- 
pelled by the Civil Service commission to 
take notice of it. | 

The Chicago Architects’ Business associa- 
tion appointed a committee last February to 
take in hand the matter, not of changing the 
city building regulations, however defective 
they may be, but of securing their enforce- 
ment, so that the cunstruction of “ skinned ”

ability in that direection—no greater. It has 
never been claimed, however, that the pres- 
ent official had any distintive capacity for 
his task. Indeed, why shoulda florist have? 
His record is simply one of so many prosecu- 
tions and fines. 

It there were at the head of the public 
bureau of smoke abatement a man of pro- 
gressive spirit, organizing ability, and 
scientific knowledge on his subject, a man 
able to collate and disseminate all avail- 
able information among proprietors, a man 
qualified and ready to give expert and re- 
liable criticism concerning methods of pro- 
cedure, @ man resourceful in stimulating ef- 
forts for improvement, the rate of smoke 
abatement in Chicago would beyond ques- 
tion be greatly accelerated. 

Cleveland’s experience during the last 
year and a half with a man of that general 
sort as “smoke engineer establishes the 
value of scientific, educational, and persua- 
sive methods in treating the subject. That 
experience also raises the question as to 
whether it is not possible to have the smoke 
question in this city put in charge of a man 
of distinctive and ample qualifications fur 
dealing with it.

THE WRANGLING CAROLINIANS. 
The two Senators from South Oarolina 
have renewed in the Senate the controversy 
which they were carrying on in their own. 
State early in the year. It is a domestic 
controversy which may amuse the Senate 
for a time, but will weary it and use up 
time which can be used to better purpose if 
carried on too long. ese | 
This wrangling can be ended if Senator 
McLaurin will accept his colleague’s sug- 
gestion that they prepare their joint resigna- 
tions and hand them to the Presiding Of- 
ficer of the Senate. This will dispose of 
the question whether they did not actually 
yacate their seats when they sent to the 
Governor of South Carolina their resigna- 
tions to take effect at a date in the future. 
These resignations they withdrew before 
that date arrived, but Senator Hoar gives 
it as his opinion that a resignation once 
tendered cannot be withdrawn and that 
there are at this moment no Senators from 
the Palmetto State; This opinion seemed to 
please Senator Tillman. It he thinks it 
is sound he ought to leave the floor of the 
Senate and instruct the secretary not to call 
his name. But he will not do this, for it 


does not think he has ceased to be a Sen- 
ator, nor do the majority of the Senatorial 
ry lawyers think so. 
But if Senators McLaurin and Tillman 
were to resign the probabilities are that 
the Governor would reappoint the latter but 
not the former. The Legislature does not 
meet for ayearyet. It may be that, wearied 
of the bickerings of these two men, the 
Governor would appoint neither. There are 
other statesmen in the State who will be 
pleased to go to Washington. If Senator 
McLaurin were assured of this he might 
be more ready to accept his colleague's chal- 
lenge. 

The two Senators will act more like men 
and less like children it they will cease 
their tiresome quarreling and busy them- 
selves about their legitimate labors as mem- 
bers of a body which has before it a great 
deal of important work which is of interest 
to South Carolina as it is to the rest of 
the country. This course will commend 
them more to their constituents than the 
washing of their dirty linen in public places. 


SENATOR HOAR ON LYNCH LAW. 
Senator Hoar has introduced a bill to 
bring the crime of lynching within the 
jurisdiction of the federal courts. He justi- 
fies this on the ground that to lynch a per- 
son is to deny him that right of the equal 
protection of the laws which is guaranteed 
by the fourteenth amendment. , 
Assuming this measure to be constitu. 
tional, it is doubtful’ whether it would, if 
enacted, accomplish much in those sections 
where lynchings are most frequent and 
where the perpetrators seldom if ever are 
punished. The transfer of the jurisdiction 
over lynching from State to federal courts 
will have no effect on the public sentiment 
favorable to the offenders existing in the 
communities in which they commit these 
offenses and will have to be tried. 3 
It will be difficult to find grand juries to 
indict, and still more difficult to get petit 
juries to convict. Last week the Judgeof a 
Louisiana State court called the attention of 
the grand jury to a particularly atrocious 
case of lynching which had recently oc- 
-curred, The rejoinder of that body was that 
the burning of the negro referred to by the 
Judge “was done by the best citizens of 
this county, four or five hundred in number, 
and that they were wrought up to it by 
the heinous crime of the negro brute, and 
that they are beyond the reach of the law.” 
Only by seeking à jury with negroes can 
there be any hope of a verdict against lynch- 
ers in a community like this. It is, indeed, 
doubtful whether twelve negroes could be 
found who would dare to run the risk in- 
volved in putting their names to such a 
verdict. It will have to be admitted that 
some lynchers, no matter how barbarousiy 
they may have treated their victims, are 
beyond the reach of any law court, State or 
federal, so long as they are entitled to trial 
by an impartial jury of the State and dis- 
trict in which the crime shall have been 
committed. 
Probably there are cases in which lynch-

BDUCATION’S CHRISTMAS GIFT. 

Christmas, 1901, will long be remembered 
for the magnificent gifts to educational in- 
stitutions in this country which the season 
has brought in the last few days. During 
the present year 149 institutions of learning 
have been given sums ranging from $5,000 to 
millions, and at the head of the long list 
stands Leland Stanford University, which 
on Monday last was enriched by the gift of 
$30,000,000 from Mrs. Jane L. Stanford 
with the income from which that university 
easily will keep the wolf from its door. A 
part of this donation, the $12,000,000 of 
real estate, was deeded to the university 
some time ago, but it has derived no benefit 
from it for the reason that the validity of 
the deeds was called in question and pro- 
nounced against finally by the Supreme 
Court of the State. The property, however, 
has now been redeeded in such form that the 
title is perfect. In addition to this, Mrs. 
Stanford gives outright to the university 
$18,000,000 in bonds and stocks which Mr. 
Stanford had set apart for the same pur- 
pose, but which had not been transferred. 
The delay has worked no loss to the uni- 
versity. On the other hand, it has gained by 
it, as many of the securities have largely in- 
creased in value. Mrs. Stanford’s gift per- 
fects the largest endowment an American 
university has ever received. As the money 
and property are given outright there can 
be no contest by the heirs. Mrs. Stanford 
is wise and far-seeing. 

And this magnificent donation to educa- 
tion is not all. Mr. Andrew Carnegie has 
supplemented his library educational scheme 


of $10,000,000 for the foundation and main- 
tenance of a university extension organiza- 
tion, to be known as The University of 
the United States,” located in the national 
capital. It is to be devoted to post-graduate 
and special instruction, being in reality the 
adoption and enlargement of the scheme of 
the Washington Memorial Institution. If 
Congress accept the offer, and there is lit- 
tle doubt it will, it will be a supplement to 
existing institutions of learning by supply- 
ing the opportunity for post-graduate work 
by the students of all colleges as well as fa- 
cilitating the use of government resources 
for research, thus directly stimulating the 
higher education and enlarging the scope 
of its advantages. 5 

The offer made by Mr. Carnegie is a noble 
one and should be accepted in the spirit in 
which it is made. It embodies and puts in 
practical shape an idea as old as Washing- 
ton’s time. It requires no appropriation of 
the public funds. The government is only 


can do easily, and thereafter the government 
would act only as a trustee, as it does for the 
Smithsonian Institution. It is also a practi- 
cal solution in the simplest manner of the 
project for a national university which has 
occupied public attention so long and made 
no progress because of conflicting views and 
determined hostility in some quarters. 

The gifts of Mrs. Stanford and Mr. Car- 
negie will make the year 1901 the record- 
breaker in gifts and bequests for educational 
purposes. The total to date foots up $81,- 
415,220! What other country in the world 
can equal this record?

ERD are a considerable number of 

brand-new statesmen in Washington, 
: who are already beginning to realize 

that the life of a Congressman in his 

first term h not all that they have 
imagined it. It is always something of @ 
shock for @ man who stands ace-high in 
his district to find when he gets to Wash- 
ington to attend first session of Con- 
gress that he is rated as a fly-specked deuce 
with dog-eared corners. The new members 
have already discovered, also, that it costs 
money to live im Washington, and that the 
$5,000 a year, which loomed so large from 
the standpoint of Davis Center, shrinks al- 
most to the vanishing point in the presence 
of a Washington hotelkeeper. 

If the new Congressman is thrifty, how- 
ever, he has already found out that there 
are certain additional sources from which 
a member may draw a modest income with- 
out, seriously straining his conscience. In 
the first place, there is the regular allow- 
ance of 10 cents a mile for traveling ex- 
penses, which is allowed every Congress- 
man, the distance being reckoned over the 
shortest route between his home and Wash- 
ington. Ten cents a mile is, of course, more 
than it would cost him to travel even after 
sleeping car berths and necessary expenses 
en route are included, so that he might be 
expected to save perhaps half of this al- 
lowance. As a matter of fact, however, the 
average Congressman travels to and from 
the national capital on a pass, and is thus 
enabled to put all the travel allowance in 
bis pocket in anticipation of one of those 
rainy days for which the climate of Waseh- 
ington is so notorious. When he gets to 
Washington, gets settled in a hotel of board- 
ing-house, and shakes hands with a few of 
his fellow-members, he next finds that there 
is a little purse of $126 coming to him under 
the legal fiction that it is an allowance for 
postage and stationery. He may draw this 
amount either in stationery ’’ or in cash, 
and almost all of the members seem to pre- 
fer to take the money. “ Stationery,” by 
the way, covers a multitude of Congression- 
al sins. Under this elastic head on the rec- 
ora of expenditures may be found such 
tlings as pearl-handled penknives, engraved 
invitations to receptions given by Congress- 
men's wives, and even copies of popular 
novela If the new member gets, say, $100 
travel allowance and takes his stationery 
allowance in cash he now has a reserve fund 
of $225, on which he can draw after he has 
dieposed of his salary. But the end of the 
Congressional perquisites ie not even yet 
reached. The most important item of all 
is that which gives to each member an al- 
lowance of $100 a month for the pay of 4 
private secretary. This allowance will av- 
erage $600 a year, and it, also, is paid over 
in cash to the members, to be by them 
disposed of as they see fit. A great many 
Congressmen do not hire a secretary at all 
and simply put the money in their pockets. 
Others appoint a member of their immediate 
family to the post, and so keep the $600 close 
at home. Mean Congressmen who really 
need a confidential clerk hire one for $50 a 
month, or half the allowance, and keep the 
difference for their own uses, or elde they 
club in with a half dozen other members of 
the same kind and hire one general secre- 
tary who looks after the correspondence of 
them all. : 

So far the thrifty new member who has 
held on to his travel, stationery, and clerk 
allowances is already $825 to the good with- 
out touching his salary. 

Every member of Congress is entitled to 
a certain quantity of flower and vegetable
